Presented by Civic Improve- 
ment Committee to 
Boosters Club 

AT LAST W- 

ULAfi MEETING 

At recent meeting of The 
Boosters Club the civic improve- 
ment committee made a report 
making some very important re-* 
commendations after said report 
was read and nnauimously adop- 
ted, sitne committee was appoin- 
ted to take said report before the 
City council and urge the adopt— 
ion of such recommendations as 
reports to them, namely, "clean 
up day." The chairman of this 
committee was before the coun- 
cil and was received very cour- 
teously, and a committee con- 
sisting of J. M. Oldham and M. 
Bohan was appointed by Mayor 
Rash authorizing said committee 
to make investigation of said 
matter and, if deemed proper by 
them, to have this clean np day. 
This committee was empowered 
to inaugurate such a day. We 
print herewith the report re- 
ferred to: 

To the Boosters' Club of Earl- 
ington : 

Your Committee on Civic Im- 
provements wish to make the 
following report, and we request 
the fullest cooperation of the en- 
tire Club in our work : 

1st. We urge the City Coun- 
cil to inaugurate at onese one 
"clean up" day for tbe city and 
have ALL rubbish gathered and 
and deposited in as LARGE 
piles as possible, easily accessi- 
ble for wagons, then have all 
snch rubbish hauled to the dump. 

2nd. When this is done we 
earnestly urge our honorable 
Mayor to strictly enforce Sec. 4 
of Art. 14 of our city ordinances, 
which reads as follows: 

Any person who aball plaee on any 
street, alley or sidewalk of the city, 
or suffer to remain In front of hla 
premises any filth, offal, putrid 
flesh, deoayed vegetablea or animal 
matter, trash, sbaving*. glass, 
sticks or RUBBISH OF ANY 
KIND, shall be fined 16.00 for each 
offense, and In addition $2.00 per 
day for eaeb day same remalna 
thereon after verbal notice by Mar- 
shal to remove same ha* been given. 

3rd. We urge that each mem. 
ber of this Club, in so far as pos- 
sible, improve, repair and paint 
their buildings and|fences, repair 
or build good pavements, clean 
oat their gutters, keep cleau and 
neat all about their premises, 
thus assisting in making our lit- 
tle city present as good appear- 
ance as possible, aud thus ap- 
pealing to the stranger who 
comes our way as being a live 
and progressive city and one 
worthy of good citizenship. 

4th. ' We desire to report aa 
unsightly and dangerous one old 
dilapidated stable on sidewalk 
between the old opera house and 
tbe building formerly occupied 
by M. Bohan, and we urge that 
same be removed.

Interesting Statement Issued by War- 
den A. J. Q. Wt lie, of the Kentucky 
State Reform.tory— State Farm 
Shows Profit cf .4,326.81 During 
Fourteen Monthr. 

Frankfort. Ky.—< Special.)— The ex 
periment of SBtpioylai the prisoners o! 
the state on the t>l-t.5 Farm seems t.> 
be a derided sin • ■ After a thor- 
ough trial of the . U of the Hoard n 
I'rison Commissioners and Warden 
Wells, there is a B . praM tn the stato 
of 14,826.81 in fourteen months. 

At the request of 11. C. Terrell, Com 
inlssloner of Itonds, A. J O. Wells, Wnr 
den of the Ken tn Qky State Reforma- 
tory, has prepared a statement cover- 
ing the period Ike plai lias been In op 
eratlon. Warden Wells covers his two 
years' experience with a limited Mat- 
feat of prisoners on the State Farm. 
Mr. Wells said in part: 

•The Legislature of 1»14 authorised 
by law the lease of a farm, with an 
option of purchase at the end of the 
lease. In accordance therewith, IBS 
Hoard of Prison Commissioners, on 
recommendation or myself, as Warden, 
and with the approval of the Sinking 
Fund Commissioners, of which the 
Governor is a member, leased the Mas 
tin farm, consisting of 462 acres, aboui 
1H miles from the prison, and In the 
bend of the Kentucky river, just op | 
poslte the new eapitol, for an annual 
rental of 13,000 per year. The Legis- 
lature adjourned on March 19, 1914. 
negotiations were tarried on with sev 
cial landowners and a contract con 
clttde& and prisoners were put to work 
in lav farm April 10. 191*. This, ol 
. ourse. was too late to get the bent 
results the first year. This 1st" 
ftart, whhli was unavoU.ible, and th I 
severe drouth which followed, made !' 
c trying test for the first year, but I" 
spite of both of these serious Imiul - 
• aps. even this year made a most sat 
Is ia. tory showing. 

"A summary of expenditures and re 
.dpts of the .'arm. from April. 1914, to 
July 1, 1915, show" a net fraln on July 
1, 1915, of 14.826.81, after charging the 
furm with all laber at the same av 
erago price paid irslde the prison. 
Moreover, this net gain does not take 
Into account many crops that had not 
developed sufficiently for accurate In 
voice on said date. These crops are 
as follows: 10 acres of tobacco, 26 
acres of late Irish potatoes, 1 acre of 
sweet potatoes, 8 acres sugar cane, 7 
acres turnips, 2>£ acres cabbage. 15 
acres beans, 5 acres greens, ^ acre 
cucumbers, 1 acre carVots, 6 acres 
melons. 

"The season since July 1 has con- 
tinued good, and the products above 
named have added very materially to 
the balance above stated. We have, 
since July 1, put up for use in the 
prison 12,000 gallon cans of beans, to- 
matoes, corn and apples. All the cattle 
and hogs are slaughtered at the farm, 
and sold to the prison at less price 
than the packing houses furnish other 
state institutioas similarly situated. 
The meats, vegetables and other prod- 
ucts are served fresh, and are alto- 
gether more wholesome and palatable 
than from the packers' cold storage. 
The better health of the prlsen popu 
latlon resulting Is within Itself a large 



"The farm, on account of Its prox 
Imity to the prison and its splendid 
Isolation, is Ideally located. There are 
on the farm Inexhaustible ledges of 
limestone, and within a few feet of a 
railroad and the Kentucky rlvar. A 
rock crusher of sufficient capacity at 
this point, operated by prison labor, 
could easily supply a large demand for 
road material throughout the state. 

"The railroad and river facilities for 
shipment should Insure reasonable 
transportation rates. In my opinion, 
there Is no place In the market whlcli 
furnishes so many attractive features 
as this one for farming on a small 
scale, and for the production and trans 
portatlon of road material, by the use 
of prison labor. 

"It might be Interesting in this con 
nectlon to state that out of 179 pris- 
oners sent to the farm at different 
times, only 4 hava escaped, and 2 of 
them returned. These prisoners re 
m^in at the farm at night, and, while 
they are under the direction and guard 
of Capt. J. P. Schnorbus, they hava, 
necessarily, many opportunities to es 
cape, if they were so Inclined. I de 
not mean by this statement, however, 
to indicate that prisoners. Indiscrim- 
inately, can be trusted on the outside. 
We have attempted, as far as surround- 
ing circumstances would permit, to ex 
eiclse good judgment In their selec 
Hon for this work. My estimate Is 
that possibly 25 per cent of the prison 
population could be worked on the out 
side in farming and the production ol 
road material, with reasonable safety, 
under proper, careful and humane di- 
rection. A great deal will depend 
upon the plan adopted and selection ol 
the agent, or agents, who shall exe- 
cute the plau. 

"If such a ventura la to be*made by 
las state, a bill sBould be carefully 
darwn, after mature consultaUon wltb 
thoas who have had actual and sue 
cessfukexperlence tn tbe handling ol 
prleonm, and before the meeting ol 
the Legislature. No half-baked, haatl 
ly-conelderad legislation should b<
